On the heels of yesterday's announcement that the 
U.S. would proceed with the manufacture of a hydrogen 
bomb, this corner believes some of the knowledge of the 
experts should be passed along. 

So herewith excerpts and opinions from around the 
world on the H-Bomb: 

“How powerful can a hydrogen bomb be and still 
be a practical weapon?” 

The capacity of the bomb carrier, piloted or robot, 
apparently is a great limitation on the size and destruc- 
tiveness of the H-bomp. It may be theoretically possible, 
for example, to make a hydrogen bomb 1,000 times as 
potent as an ‘ordinary’ atomic bomb, but it probably 
would be bigger than any aircraft yet conceived. 

Another knotty question is whether the crew of an 
aircraft, if one were used, could get away in time to avoid 
the H-bomb shock waves, 

* * * * 


It seems safe to say that delivery of the H-bomb 
poses far greater problems than were solved in the drop- 
ping of the first atomic bomb on Hiroshima, Modified 
B-29 superforts were readily available then. 

Some scientific circles think a hydrogen bomb of 
two to 10 times an A-bomb’s destructive force might not 
be much bigger. In this case the B-36 superbomber could 
easily carry it. And by dropping such a bomb from 50,- 
000 feet while travelling 435 miles an hour, the B-36 
crew should be able to get away safely. 

For purposes of simplification the hydrogen bomb 
might be called a solar bomb or a star bomb. These simple 
names are chosen because an H-bomb exploding would be 
going through a process that goes on constantly in the 
sun and other stars. In the case of the sun the world re- 
ceives the energy and makes plant and animal life pos- 
sible. 

* * * * 

Such energy however travels 93 million miles separ- 
ating the earth and sun, and arrives in proper intensity 
so that living things on this planet are not burned to a 
crisp or vaporized. 

In the case of a man-made solar explosion or bomb, 
the energy would be released at close range. The explo-

Alberta’s Natural Gas Surplus 


Two essential conditions have been laid 
down by the Alberta government with re- 
spect to the export of natural gas from 
this province, The application of the West- 
coast Transmission Company to pipe Al- 
berta gas to Vancouver, now being heard 
by the Petroleum and Natural Gas Con- 
servation Board in Calgary, appears to 
meet both those conditions abundantly. 


The first condition, as enunciated last 
year by Premier Ernest Manning, was that 
Canadians rather than Americans should 
get priority on the use of gas surpluses, 

Of all applications filed with the Board, 
the application of Westcoast best satis- 


fies this condition. 


Their proposed pipeline, built almost 
entirely through Canada, will give em- 
ployment to Canadian workmen, spend 
money in Canada, create new Canadian 
highways and give the Canadian Pacific 
Coast first chance at the surplus gas be- 
fore it is piped into the United States.

Figures filed with the Conservation 
Board seem to offer satisfactory proof 
that surpluses do exist in quantities suf- 
ficient to warrant exportation. 

Evidence has been given before the 
Board that Edmonton has seven and a half 
trillion feet of proved natural gas reserves 
which is ample to supply domestic needs 
for 50 years, enough to service Winnipeg 
and intermediate points and enough to last 
Vancouver, Seattle and Portland for 30 
years. 

And this, of course, is not nearly the 
total volume of natural gas that lies under 
Edmonton oil fields, known and undiscoy- 
ered. 

Permission to export under these con- 
ditions would not only create new and 
great advantages for Alberta, but would 
definitely stimulate oil exploration in new 
areas, 

A ready market for natural gas natur- 
ally supplies a profitable sideline for oil 
producers. It helps to cover the cost of 
exploration and makes a new discovery 
just that much more valuable.

It is a relapse into barbarism. 

One does not expect too much of the 
family of the murdered man. Their hatred 
is perhaps natural, although it is diffi- 
cult to conceive of the people we know 
wanting to gloat over the death throes of 
an enemy. The dead man’s mother, in par- 
ticular, seems singularly out of place in 


Such a scene of horror. 


3ut there is no excuse for the suppos- 
edly civilized court or the supposedly civil- 


ized state officials or whoever gave per- 
mission for this disgusting exhibition of 
malevolence. 

The theory that capital punishment is 
the exaction of society’s vengeance has 
long since been mercifully abandoned. 

In the world-wide attack on capital 
punishment, in which this newspaper has 
shared to a moderate degree, the propon- 
ents of the death sentence principle have 
pretty generally retreated to the last ditch 
argument that there are some murderers 
who are not capable of rehabilitation and 
who will always constitute a menace to 
society and should thus be removed by 
death. 

t is clear, therefore, that even the ntost 
zealous advocates of capital punishment 
do not dare to advance the savage theory 
that execution of death carries the slight- 
est element of vengeance. 

t is all the more of a shock, then, that

Canucks Lose 
Jobs as U.K. 
Given Ships 


. VANCOUVER, Feb. 1—(CP)—It 
will be “on the beach” for nearly 
400 seamen and ships’ officirs, 
westcoast deep-sea ship owners 
said today in commenting on Cana- 
dian ships being transferred to 
British registry. 

“It will be impossible to keep 
Canadian crews aboard ships un- 
der British registry,” said John 
Rosene, president of Western Can- 
ada Steamships, Ltd. 

Ottawa announced last night 123 
deep-sea vessels will be transferred 
and net profits will be paid Cana- 
dian owners in dollars. 

Mr. Rosene said that if Canadian 
crews are kept aboard, the basic 
idea of cutting costs would be lost 
since Canadian salaries are so 
much higher than British. 

Canadian ship owners maintain 
they can't operate under the Cana- 
dian flag. They give high operating 
costs, inability to accept sterling 
freights and carry Marshall aid car- 
goes as the main reasons, 


NOW IN U.K. 

Besides an original 65 vessels 
which she accepted for transfer of 
registry under a federal govern- 
ment plan for keeping Canada's 
merchant marine afloat, the United 
Kingdom now has contracted to 
take on an additional 58 ships. 

The latest additions to the plan 
now are in the United Kingdom, on 
loan since the war. They. were to 
have been returned to Canadian 
owners this year. They will remain 
under British registry, to be oper- 
ated by agents in the U.K. for the 
Canadian companies. 

With 123 vessels to be put under 
the British flag, about 50 vessels 
will be left of the present Canadian 
merchant marine. Of these, 40 are 
to be assisted for this year only by 
a federal subsidy of $3,000,000,
